‘“‘Presiding Bishop J. O. Patterson, Sr.’ the an- 
nouncer went on to say, “‘is coming to Portland and 
address the Women’s International Convention.’ 
The delegation seated in the Portland Memorial 
Coliseum started to buzz and respond with cheers 
of relief. The Church over the world has eagerly 
awaited the return of Bishop J. O. Patterson to 
center stage of the organization. Prayer for him has 
been a world-wide endeavor due to his serious 
illness, and the Saints wanted to see him in person. 
Now for the thousands assembled, their hopes and 
prayers would be answered, again they would hear 
the chief’s magnificent voice lifted in ministry 
before the Church. 

Mother Willie M. Rivers, who nightly gave the 
convention directives, seemed to perk up with an- 
ticipation as she spoke of his visit. The next even- 
ing, Friday, May 19, 1989 at 7:00 p.m. the Coliseum 
was filling up and electricity was in the air.

I also take this means to again thank you for 
the concern shown me through the years, but 
more especially over the past two months.

And they stood up in their place, and read in the 
book of the law of the Lord their God one fourth 
part of the day; and another fourth part they con- 
fessed, and worshipped the Lord their God.” 
Nehemiah 9:2-3 


“And they sang together by course in praising and 
giving thanks unto the Lord; because he 1s good, for 
his mercy endureth forever toward Israel. And all 
the people shouted with a great shout, when they 


praised the Lord because the foundation of the 
house of the Lord was laid. Ezra 3:11 


These scriptures refer to the deeds, sacrifices and 
elation of the Saints over the laying of the founda- 
tion of the Temple of God. While we are following 
their example, the foundation we are laying is not 
a physical one but rather a spiritual one.

General Board were entering the coliseum. A great 
standing ovation went up; still it was more like a 
praise offering to God, as God’s servant returned 
to his people. Bishop Patterson waved to the Saints 
and the glory of the Lord filled the room. 

When the hour for Bishop Patterson to speak 
came, it was Second Assistant Presiding Bishop C. 
D. Owens who presented, ‘“‘God’s Man of Faith and 
Power’’, Bishop J. O. Patterson. 

Bishop shaped his remarks well. His voice was 
strong, assertive and clear. He extended his per- 
sonal appreciation to the two assistant presiding of- 
ficers, the General Board, Board of Bishops and the 
Saints in general for their support and kindness. He 
stated that in his opinion, “‘Mother Mattie 
McGlothen was the greatest leader ever in the 
Women’s Department.” Her leadership has brought 
peace and character to the Women’s organization. 

Concerning his bout with serious illness, the 
bishop characterized it as a great and traumatic ex- 
perience. He testified of rising one morning in 
discomfort. After going to the hospital and having 
subsequent tests made, he was informed that he 
would be hospitalized. Test revealed a blockage and 
surgery was ordered. During surgery, a malignan- 
cy was discovered. Bishop told the doctor he was 
in the Lord’s hands. The doctor commented terse- 
ly that bishop was in his hands. That comment 
made the bishop spiritually mad. Bishop Patterson 
decided to make a stand on the Word of God. 

When chemotherapy was scheduled, Bishop Pat- 
terson said he went to the Saint’s hospital, the 
prayer meeting at Pentecostal Temple Institution 
Church Of God In Christ. He told the Saints, ”’ I will 
live as long as the Saints say live.’ Bishop knows 
of case after case of Saints who requested the Saints 
stop praying for them. Bishop proclaimed the devil 
has no victory whether he lives or dies. Bishop went 
on to admonish the Saints to be holy and keep praying. 

With words seasoned in serious warning, bishop 
called the Church to repentance. He affirmed that 
our Saints live holy and righteous lives but warned 
them against being at ease. Sins of being idle, jok- 
ing, not praying, not fasting, etc. are the little foxes 
which destroy the vine. In conclusion he spoke of 
old fashion holiness traditions. He lamented that he 
was continually busy, maybe too busy with projects 
and programs. He affirmed the need to rest wholly 
upon the Lord. He told a story of the child seeking 
comfort from her father upon the death of her 
mother. In the darkness of the room she asked her 
father was he looking at her? He informed her he 
was and the knowledge of that fact was comforting. 
God is the same way, the bishop informed the 
Saints. With tears in eyes and voice cracking he 
praised God for his face that shines through the 
darkest of times. 

Of all who stood behind the pulpit at the Women’s 
Convention, it was Bishop Patterson who took the

Elder Samuel Smith, the Executive Director of 
the Church Of God In Christ Clergy Bureau of Iden- 
tification and staff have been extremely busy 
punching out new clergy identification cards. Elder 
Smith has served the Church for over 14 years but 
never witnessed such a rapid and thorough job of 
preparing the plastic cards. Along with Assistant 
Director, Missionary Dorothy Motley and three 
computer operators, the massive job is being work- 
ed through in record time. 

How is Elder Smith turning April Reports into 
credential/identification cards? The smooth opera- 
tion was made possible with the newly purchased 
Data Card Model 310 Computerized Embosser. 
The machine gives the staff increased capacity and 
higher productivity. The old embosser was much 
less efficient and had a 25% damage rate. It simply 
could not keep up with the demands of the job. Only 
ten years ago, the bureau punched out 7,000 cards. 
Now there are over 30,000 credentials punched and 
mailed annually. Elder Smith informed The Whole 
Truth, ‘I’m very happy the General Board and 
Board of Trustees understood the necessity of hav- 
ing this new machine.’ 

Missionary Motley wanted to share a word of in- 
formation with all jurisdictional secretaries. She in- 
formed the paper that some jurisdictional secre- 
taries fail to get adequate addresses, therefore, 
credentials needlessly come back. She prefers the

Dear Editor: 

I am writing to tell you and every saint, or 
whoever subscribes to The Whole Truth Paper 
about just a small part of my life after the Lord sav- 
ed me and how God reached out to me through a 
mother who had the paper. 

I thought that when a person got saved or sanc- 
tified, it would just be love, joy, peace, happiness, 
etc. Well, it was that alright, but I did not know 
about the tests and trials that went along with that. 
That was about forty two years ago in the year 
1946. I thought that the saints knew and could tell 
if a person was not saved, as he should be, and that 
they knew if a person had wrong thoughts or had 
lied about something. You see, I thought that they 
were like Peter when he told Ananias and Sapphira 
that they would die because they had lied to the Ho- 
ly Ghost. Oh, I thought so many things that I had 
not been taught; but I thank God that he saved me, 
and I was born with the Spirit on May 2, 1946. Isaw 
in the Bible, Acts 2:4, how the saints spake with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance; 
and I thought that if they had to do that, then I had 
to do it too. That’s why I began to seek the Lord for 
the fulliness of God with speaking in tongues; and 
on June 7, 1946, God baptized me with the Holy 
Ghost, in the fullness with the evidence of speak- 
ing in tongues. I don’t think that anyone could im- 
agine the tests, trials, tribulations, persecutions, 
whatever, that came against me. 

I would like to tell the whole story but it would 
take a book to do that.

Remember that Paul told the saints to be filled 
with the spirit. Eph. 5:18. The word refilled is not 
the word of the Apostle, but be filled with the Spirit. 
I hear that so many are getting refilled as they call 
it without getting renewed in the spirit of their 
mind, as Paul said in Eph. 4:22. 

Hear Paul tell these speaking in tongues, saints 
to put off the old and be renewed in the spirit of your 
mind, and then put on the new man that after God 
is created in righteousness and true holiness. 

The old man will either have put to the word or 
take away from it. He knows that the word says: 
Add not unto the word, lest he reprove thee and 
thou be found a liar. For every word of God is pure. 
Prov. 30:5-6. 

So the word “‘refilling’’ with the spirit is not in the 
book. If we add to the word God shall add unto him 
the plagues that are written in the book. And if you 
take away from the words of the book, God will take 
away your part out of the Book of Life. Rev. 
22:18-19. For he whom God has sent speaketh the 
words of God. John 3:34. 

Jesus received the spirit and did as it was writ- 
ten of him in the book. Heb. 10:7. 

Oh, when you are filled with the Holy Ghost you 
will do like our Lord Jesus Christ. Do what is writ- 
ten of you. Befilled with the spirit, and seek to keep 
the unity of the spirit in the bond of peace. Eph. 
4:1-6. 

All of the seven pastors of the seven churches that 
were in Asia, when God the Father gave Jesus 
Christ his Son, a revelation to give to John, to write 
and send it unto the pastors and members of the 
seven Churches, five of those pastors were called of 
God to repent. The first pastor had left his first love. 
He could not bear the ones that were evil. Yet God 
was bearing with him. So he had to repent. The se- 
cond had poverty but God counted him rich and pro- 
mised him a crown of life. The third had two things 
wrong. One was casting stumbling blocks in God’s 
people’s way, the other was the putting away of 
wives. That thing God hated. Rev.2:14-15. So this 
pastor had to repent. 

‘Too much unrepented sins among the pastors in 
the churches. Sin of adultery, sin of greed for money, 
sin of seeking for honors, sin of beating God’s poor 
little ones instead of feeding them. Hear God ask- 
ing you saying: What meaneth ye that ye beat my 
people to pieces and grind the face of the poor? Isa. 
3:15. The Lord says: Speak comfortable unto 
Jerusalem. Isa. 40:12. The sin of lust for women, 
sin of being lords over God’s people. Some of the 
pastors if the members go to another church 
without asking him; He will make them go to the 
altar or keep silent or he will denounce him out. 
That is more than God will do. For God says: Behold 
I set before you good and evil, life and death, and 
leave it to us to choose. Pastors, we are not the peo- 
ple’s bosses but the watchmen to give warning. If 
we warn them and they fail to take heed, their blood 
is upon them and not on the watchman. Ezek. 
3:17-19. Pastors that are beating and calling God’s 
children all kinds of names, so he can keep them 
under him, that he may get the dollar out of them, 
are called by the God of his people, ‘““Greedy dogs.” 
Isa. 56:19-11. They can never have enough. Pastors 
that don’t understand, for they are looking for their 
own gain from his quarter. But remember, pastors, 
that God does not appoint dogs over his sheep to 
feed, but pastors after his own heart, that will give 
their life for the good of God’s sheep. That will feed 
God’s people with knowledge and understanding. 
Jer. 3:15. All pastors of that kind are called of God 
to repent and be renewed in the spirit of their mind 
and be filled with the Holy Ghost for your time is 
near at an end. 

But though we or an angel from heaven, preach 
any other gospel unto you than that which he have 
preached unto you, let him be accursed. Gal. 1:8.
